The benefit, if there 
is one to be derived from taking part in such a play, is confined to

should be to extend a knowledge of Dramatic Art to a large num- 
ber of interested members. This could easily be done by discussions 
of Dramatic Art and criticism at fortnightly meetings aided by ad- 
dresses from leading actors who may be in the city and by mem- 
bers of the Faculty. 

The value of some slight knowledge of dramatic criticism is ad- 
mitted by all. Every person who is a regukir or irregular theatre- 
goer enjoys a play far more if he is able to criticise it with some 
degree of fairness. Likewise a knowledge of criticism enables one 
to refute such a false criticism as the one mentioned below. 

All tnose who have tried to write a criticism of a play know how- 
difficult it is if one lacks the requisite knowledge of the principles of 
criticism. A lack of this knowledge is not confined to the critics of 
the Daily but is strongly evidenced in the work of dramatic critics of 
other papers throughout the city. An instance of this occurred a 
short time ago when a well known dramatic critic mentioned in the 
course of an address that the fault of the drama of to-day lies in the 
authors who are writing solely for their audience. To show how 
wrong such a practice is the critic went on to cite the greatest of 
English dramatists: Shakespeare, stating that he wrote without ever 
"thinking of his audience. Now, even a casual student of the Dram- 
atic Art of Shakespeare knows that he wrote all his great plays with 
the demands of his audience ever before him. If the new Dramatic 
Club will prevent future theatre critics from making such a flagrant 
error as this by all means let us have one. 

The Semi- Annual Meeting 

On Wednesday morning all lectures have been suspended from 
eleven to one o'clock to enable students to attend the Semi-Annual 
Meeting of the Students' Society. Matters of importance to every 
student such as the new Stadium, reports — financial and otherwise 
of the various clubs, etc., will be discussed. It is the duty of every 
student to show some interest in the management of student affairs 
by being present at the meeting and taking part in the discussions.

President Lowell, of Harvard University, writing to anothe. 
vérsily president in the United States, admits of having had his eyes 
opened as to the continued possibility of war in the world by the out- 
break of the present conflict, and as to the desirability of even the 
ost peace-loving nations taking care to consider their own ability 
self-defence. And for the United States he sees the need at 
ast of providing for a much larger supply of men "with at least 
e rudiments of an officer's training, than our regular army and 
esent militia can possibly supply." So he urges special promo- 
tion by American universities of student summer military training 
camps. 

President Lowell sees what every intelligent man belonging to 
a non-military democratic community must sec now. that the day is 
gone when untrained or badly-led troops can be of the slightest value 
for national defence. The individual fighter has ceased to count, 
ixcept in so far as he is a smooth-working piece of the general war 
achinery. A battalion of undrilled men is worse than nothing; it 
lis for arms, money and food, yet in the field it but imperils the 
'ety of the army it belongs to. 
Unless the present war presents at the end a clear prospect of 
onged peace, every self-respecting free nation will find a neces- 
toiprovide means to call into existence at short notice an effi- 
lefcnce force, and rapidly augment it. Many requisites will 
ecessary ; one of the simplest a large supply of trained or par- 
tially-trained officers, such as could be ensured by including the mat- 
ter among the recognized activities of our universities.

A SUMMER IN EUROPE 



Being some further experiences of A. B. Darbyson. Arch. '15, George Crec- 
ford Brown Scholar, in Europe, just previous to the outbreak of war, and during war-time. 



At five p ni., on the 8th of July, we 
found ourselves anchored in the bay 
of Naples and. of course, we were not 

permitted to land Immediately, The 
time afforded to look around us was 
not io i.e thrown away, ur spoiled by 

the coming event of examining bag- 

gage, by the mucb.-talked.-of and fear- 
id custom house officers. Tor the 
time being one forgets these things. It 
is Impossible to take in all at once, but 
one cannot help hut notice that in con- 
trast to the striking blue of the Medit- 
erranean i he Hay of Naples Is some- 
what muddy. 

This avxerlasttng contrast m colour- 
the warm sunny light falling „„ the 
yellow plastered w«JlS; the red tile 
roofs of the houses, and the small 
whitish yellow houses, themselves dot- 
ted against the brown black bill of 
Vesuvius to the right, at that time 
smoking, all formed a picture never to 
he forgotten. 

Mingled with the moving throng on 
the wharf were beggars and cripples, 
maimed In every possibl emanner. It 
Is said purposely to receive sympathy 
anu alms- Some with both hands off. 
Others, on all four, and still others 
whose bodies were twlsled into every 
conceivable shape. 

As one rests against the ship's rail 
and gazes down Into the water und 
along th,- wharf Shelves, on.- can see 
dozens of small boy* moving about 
like eels. Their tawny brown bodies 
gliding smoothly but quickly through 
the Water, some would cling as If to 
he ships sides and others appear us 
if motionless in the water, in the posi- 
tion of a frog. 

These dark-eyed, thin bodied fel- 
lows were not. in the water on pleasure 
lient even less for a hath, but simply 
to make money, Amidst the noise of 
fruit sellers, the calls of the beggars 
and the shipping one ran always hear 
their cry (rnoncta stranlero) money,

I stood for some ten minutes watch- 
ing and envying their evpertnesa in

ours, evidently, the fellow who was 
swimming hastily away, to our left, 
had stabbed him.

In a 
few minutes he hail reached a small 
row boat und was soon across the nur- 
| row stretch of the bay follow ed by two 
policemen who did not seem any too 
anxious In overtake him. 

Such things gave us food for 
thought and I wondered what other 
interesting if brutal things were In 
More for ns. I soon discovered there 
were many. 

On the port .side of our steamer and 
hugging her a midships w ere three or 
four fruit boats munipjulated chirfly 
by women. All one had to do was to 
show the ieasl sign that he cared for 
a pear or peach and a rope was thrown 
up from below. To this rope a basket 
was attached which was filled and you 
could hoist It up— but not before you 
had dropped your coin.

Now. the taxi in Naples consists 
generally of a ramshackled old cab

What we found 
instead was a large well furnished 
room, marble tiled floors, and every- 
thing perfectly clean and cool. 

It had cost me exactly 1 lire fit) 
(30cl to reuch this place and I felt 
proud of my deal. As 1 proceeded 
down the marble stairs, On my way to 
dinner, that evening whom did 1 meet 
but a fellow-passenger, a doctor from 
the south, rather a fine fellow but 
fussy. He had prided himself on his 
extensive travel bin, seemingly, had 
never visited Italy. My first bold ques- 
tion after greeting was, "Well, Doc, 
how much did it cost you to come 
from the wharf.'" He smiled in a 
very self-satisfactory way and replied 
why, only 5 lires —I nearly laughed- 

That evening, as 1 sat looking out of 
the window, across the bay. through 
the gathering dusk, 1 could make out 
old Vesuvius, to the left, smoking 
peacefully and far in the distance, to 
the right, was t'aprl, guarding its fa- 
mous "Ulue drotto." By the us.- of 

the glass we could discern our steamer 
lights aa she steamed around the bend 
In the bay on her way to Marseilles, 
bringing her jolly captain home, 
it wue a glorious night; everything; 

ho still: a strange thing In Naples. 
We aeon discovered there was a band 
concert not far away, und this had 
dmwil most of the people. We also 
proceeded In that direction, and were 
not there very long before we wit- 
nessed a fight. The strangest thing 
to me was the fact that at the 
approach of a single policeman all 
broke und run 

The following day 1 was to behold 
even stranger sights. Rattling over the 
slone-c drilled streets went these 
"luxles." The drivers cracking their 
whips and shouting- bread dealers 
pushing carts filled with bread, which 
tbey sold by the metre, fruit dealers 
on every corner with small half-naked 
children crawling all over (be stand; 
but worst of all Is the cake man 
with his pan on Ills head and small 
fluffy broom with which he brushed 
his boots and cakes In turn. 

Proceeding further down the nar- 
row street one can see small boys 
eating maocaronJ by the handful. The 
further one goes the more wondrous 
sights he sees. Iliire on one side 
of the street a herd of goals, each 
being milked in turn, und the milk 
si id at the corner, and on the other 
side of the streets ore rats playing tag 
on the curb. Amidst all this commo- 
tion pûmes the queerest combination 
one cm wish to see anywhere, 
Hitched to the same cart is a donkey, 
a horse, and an ox pulling side by side 
OS if they were of the game family. 

Eventually one's dream is shattered 
by the clatter of home's hoofs and the 
sounds of the driver's voire pleading 
for you to step Into his humble cart, 
in which he will give you mi hour's 
drive for a lire— so he says. You po- 
litely tell blm you care to walk, but 
this does not dampen his persistency. 
He fol own you slowly, but surely; 
sometimes for half an hour— if there 
Is no polloem.ui in sight. If he is an 
exlra shrewd fellow he can then tell 
whether you will fall to his urdint 
pleadings or no. and if he decides no, 
prepare yourself for all the abuse 
which his Italian tongue has learned 
I i sav In English or "American." 
Sometimes they decide "Yes," then un- 
less you make tracks for home you will 
have ni peace that day, However, 
If you are un to all the dodges, of w hich 
Naples fs full. For Instance. If you 
happen to know that a certain nar- 
row street leads to the top of a flight 
of broad steps, which In many In- 
stances constitutes a street in Naples, 
you will perhaps think >ourself safe. 
You turn, give your friend the cabin- 
a sarcastic smile, and walk down the 
steps. Hut do not Imagine you have 
gotten rid of blm. Not at ail; by the 
lime you nave reached the bottom 
your amiable friend no doubt is whit- 
ing patiently for you. Me has guessed 
your Tame .and bus gone around the 
other way— the safer one for him. 



What other strange things does 
one behold along 1 lie streets of busy. 

noisy, dirty Naples.' Thousands. The 
people live on the streets, and 
the Italian Is seen at his best here. 
The houses are. usually open In the 
front, and even if you ore not of an 
inquisitive nature you cannot help 
notice that the bed. sewing machine, 
stove, table, etc., are all In one room. 

If nHowed, children follow you by 
the dozen pestering you for coppers. 

If you are extra curious and wish 
to see lower town after 11 p.m., you 
can count on other strange things 
happening. For Instance, you might 
see old and young with small lanterns 
searching for cigarette and cigar ends 
and other misplaced relics. 

Again, if you go far enough, you 
will perhaps find an Ice cream parlor, 
and if you succeed in making the pro- 
prietor understand what you want — 
Slap yourself on the back. Never ask 
for vaniiia, strawberry, or chocolate 
Ice cream, and as for sundaes, forget 
you ever tasted one. Simply say: 
Oelato eaffe (coffee ice cream), for this 
la all you will get.

The Olympic Games of l!i|« will be 
held in America instead of Berlin. 
This Important decision was reached at 
a special meeting of in.- International 
Olympic Committee Just held in Lyons, 
The committee's decision m m effect 
a reply to the Herman suggestion that 
the game* be held In Berlin a.s plan- 
ned. neutral athletes only competing. 
In cancelling the franchise granted to 
tns Deutsche oivmplsohe Vet-band and 
transferring it to America, the Inter- 
national Committee a!r<o agreed to give 
a free hand to tho American Olympic 
Committee and to the Amateur Ath- 
letic Union in selecting the city where 
the games ■hall be held, but It made 
the proviso that ihe programme must 
Include every one of the events voted 
at WÀ Parts Sorbonne in 1913.

Dean Kcpp.i, who was introduced 
by Chairman Dwyer, called the Porum 
to order al 8.45 o'clock, In discus- 
sing the purpose of the meeting, he 
said: "The object of this meeting Is 
to enable the members of tin- College 
Committee, ut which Professor 
l-'.rsklne is chairman, to secure such 
information as it may deslra 011 tho 
proposed plan.''

THE MILITARY HAPPENINGS AT OLD McGILL 



War Summary

FRANCE 

The Germans .id;nit the seriousness of their reverses near La 
Bassee and are rushing reinforcements to the threatened points. Near 
LornbaerUyde a German fort 100 metres in front of the Allies' 
none hos was captured on Friday. Near Lille the British have tuken 
Epinette and are ulso following up their successes near Neuve Cha- 
pelle. In the Champagne region several trenches of the the enemy 
have been captured and similar successes were gained near Souain. 
In the Meuse district the French held their own against attacks of 
lihe Germans and at Reich Ackerkopf several night attacks were re- 
pulsed and an advance of two hur.dred metres was made. 

RUSSIA 

In the Valley of the Orzhilza a big battle is in progress and the 
Germ ins are advancing. The German advance in the Pilitza re- 
gion has been stopped on account of the timely attacks of the Rus- 
sian troops who forced the enemy to assume the offensive. The 
Russians are advancing in the region around Lomza and Plock. 
Five Austrian regiments are reported to have been surrounded by 
the Russians in the Dukla Pass. 

TURKEY 

Owing to the Russian fleet having gained the supremacy in the 
Black Sea the Turko-German fleet has been obliged to meet this 
new danger and this has consequently aided the operation of the Al- 
lied fleet in the Dardanelles. About eight forts remain to be reduc- 
ed before the entrance to the Sea of Mamora is clear. A bridge near 
Chanak Kalessi over which the Turks have been bringing supplies 
has been destroyed. The bombardment of Smyrna continues. 

GENERAL 

Two hundred lives were lost when the Str. Bayano was torpe- 
doed and sunk. Count Witte. Russia's First Premier, died Friday.
